DeKalb, 111., Jan 11.—DeKalb was 
in darnness last night following a con­ 
flagration that swept the 
business 
district 
As a result of tbe blaze 
which was the most disastrous ever 
ex perienced In the city , a splendid 
business block is in rujns and tbe 
tenants of the storerooms and offices 
are arranging to continue business in 
otber locations 
So furious were the 
flames that a number of light poles 
were burned down, putting tbe light 
sy stem out of operation until repairs 
c m be made. 
The fire when discovered had gained 
such headway th at all efforts to stay 
the progress of the flames proved 
futile. 
How the fire originated is not 
known but some bold th a t it may 
have started from a lighted candle left 
in the toilet room. No sooner had the 
alarm been given than tbe 
entire 
structure was ablaze and the rapidity 
with which the fire spread was a sur­ 
prise to those early on thd scene. 
The fire started In the Hatsh opera 
bouse block and it was in th a t s .ruc- 
-ure that its fury was spent. 
I t was 
& three-story brick structure erected 
in the 60's. The third floor was for­ 
merly used as an opera bouse but 
since the completion of tbe modern 
Ellwood theater it bad not been in 
demand for that purpose. The second 
floor was leased for offices and living 
rooms and considering tbe hour and 
rapidity with which the flames en 
veloped the building the wonder 1« 
no lives were lost. 
Persons living in 
the structure dashed out of the build 
Ing in their night clothes and sought 
places of safety at homes in the 
neighborhood. 
Mrs. Wilret, an in 
valid, occupy ing apartments on the 
second floor, probably had the nar 
rowest escape from being burned to 
death. 
The firemen fought desperately to 
subdue the flames but were handi­ 
capped by the low pressure of tbe 
water. They , however, fought brave­ 
ly aud did all in their power to save 
tbe property . 
Tne building was a 
total loss and only darkened ruins 
mark the sight were the building 
formerly stood. Tbe ground floor was

surance was carried by Jacob Haish 
cn the building so he is the g-eatest 
loser. The total loss is estimated at 
•75,OCO partially covered by insurance 
carried on several of the stocks.

I will try to

by relating only th e pitifu l rom ance in , 
wh ich Sir R obert and Sylvia M ayne 
and A rth u r T yrrell w ere th e principal i 
characters. Th is takes me back to th e , 
tim e wh en Sir R obert w as living in th e 
town of Barlock, near B irm ingh am , 
England, before h e cam e to America. I 
hav e never been in England and h ave , 
» ot had an accu rate description of B ar­ 
lock, bu t I know w h at h appened th ere. , 
It w as lu th e h igh est degree Im portant 
to me. 
Robert D enning inh erited from h is 
fath er th e rem nant of a considerable 
fortu ne, inclu ding a controlling interest 
In a bank. Th e bank w as in a bad w ay 
and th reatened to involve th e wh ole es­ 
ta te in disaster, bu t Robert pu t its a f­ 
fairs to righ ts w ith in one year afte r h e 
took ch arge of It, for h e was a m u ch 
better bu siness m an th an h is fath er h ad 
been. Th e tw o h ad differed radically 
u pon qu estions of bu siness policy, and 
th ey were estranged at th e tim e of th e 
elder D enning's death . 
One of R obert’s first adm inistrative 
acts w as to dem and th e resignation of 
th e bank’s cash ier, wh o was old and 
som ew h at feeble and wou ld h ave w ith ­ 
draw n volu ntarily except th at h e h ad a 
w ish to toil a few w eeks m ore and 
rou nd ou t forty years of service. 
Be 
sides, th ere was th e m atter of a pen 
sion wh ich lie h ad been led to expect, 
bu t did not get. 
On th e day wh en h e 
w as finally compelled to yield h is place 
to a more serviceable man h e said to 
Ro eil by w ay of farew ell; 
“You ’re a great man o’ bu siness, a 
grand m an o’ bu siness. 
You 've done 
m u ch for th is bank already, and I ’ll not

deny it. Bu t th e best th ing you ’ve dou e 
for it by long odds w as w orrying you r 
old, incom petent fath er into h is grave.” 
I can im agine R obert’s am azem ent 
and righ teou s indignation. 
He never 
w as able to believe th at any person 
w as sincere in accu sing h im of wrong. 
H is rectitu de w as in h is own eyes th e 
fu ndam ental certainty wh ich m u st be 
obviou s to all m en. 
It cou ld not be 
qu estioned except from dish » nest mo­ 
tives or m ere spite, as in th e present 
instance, 
Robert* wou ld never argu e w ith a dis­ 
h onest man nor deign to defend h im ­ 
self from th e assau lts of malice, and 
of cou rse it was beneath h is dignity to 
qu arrel w ith a disch arged employee. 
T h erefore to th e » barge th at be h ad 
killed h is fath er h e replied with a cold 
statem ent of a general tru th , as w as 
h is cu stom Ut su ch cases. 
“ A man is better dead than bang- j 


ru pt,” said h e and tu rned h is back u pon 
th e old cash ier. 
Th ou gh h e loved money, R obert w as 
no miser. 
He lived in fine style and 
wou ld pay th e price of anyth ing th a t 
h e desired. 
He bou gh t sh rewdly, bu t 
never gru dgingly, and be knew h ow’ to 
m ake a pou nd worth tw o by h aving it 
ready at a m om ent’s n otice;-A prom pt 
loan to a man of exalted station paved 
th e way to ku igh th ood, and th e banker 
became Sir Robert wh en h e w as abou t 
th irty years old. 
In Sir R obert’s bou se th ere dw elt 
com ewh at less th an a dozen poor rela­ 
tions. 
Th ey w ere a part of th e you ng 
m an’s inh eritance from h is fath er, and 
th e only portion wh ich decreased as 


th e resu lt of im proved m u nagem ent 
All th e men am ong th em eventu ally 
w ent to work am i fou nd anoth er abode. 
Th e old m aids and widows rem ained, 
and 
one 
you ng 
girl 
nam ed 
Sylvia 
Mayne, wh o w as very distantly related 
to th e Dennings. 
In Barlock th ere lived an engaging 
you ng m an nam ed A rth u r Tyrrell. 
H e 
w as a great stu dent in a ch eerfu l, h ap­ 
h azard fash ion, and h is conversation 
was 
adorned 
with 
brigh t 
blossoms 
gath ered from am ong th e wiki weeds 
wh ich th e world calls knowledge. He 
extracted sense from ph ilosoph y 
and 
human n atu re from h istory. 
H e was a 
cu ltivated m u sician wh o loved melody . 
He h ad w ritten a novel as whimsical 
as life. 
Tyrrell h ad a sm all property, and h is 
variou s artistic occu pations yielded h im 
some income, yet h e w as alw’ays in pe­ 
cu niary trou ble. 
His nam e wou ld a l­ 
w ays be tu rn in g u p on a bit of paper, 
and h e wou ld be asked to pay money 
wh ich h e did not h ave. 
| 
A note of T yrrell’s w ent to protest a t 
th e bank one day. and, th ou gh lit* m ade • 
th e am ou nt good at a great sacrifice, j 
h e cou ld not re-establish h is credit w ith I 
Sir Robert, w h erefore all wh om be < 
owed began to press h im m ost u nm erei- j 
fu lly. 
H e grew to be a typical sinner wh ose | 
nam e w as sex vieeable for Illu stration I 
wh en Sir R obert addressed th e old ! 
m aids and w idow s and Sylvia M ayne 
u pon th e proper condu ct of life. Sylvia 
w as th en eigh teen, and sh e knew no 
more abou t money m atters th an th e 
bu sbm en know abou t th e geom etry of 
X dim ensions. Sh e knew Tyrrell, h ow ­ 
ever. and th ou gh t h im th e m ost agree­ 
able m an In Barlock. Ityr ideals of per­ 
sonal beau ty w ere th orou gh ly satisfied 
by T yrrell’s brigh t blu e eyes and yel­ 
low h air, by h is grace and m anliness 
and cou rtly bearing. 
It was a great 
su rprise to h er to learn th at h e was not 
a good m an. H er notions of evil w ere 
based ch iefly u pon th e dish onesty of 
tw o servants in th e h ou se wh o h ad 
stolen silverw are and h ad been sent to 
prison and u pon h er observation of cer­ 
tain sh ifty eyed tricksters wh o kept lit­ 
tle stores in Barlock. 
C ertainly Mr. 
T yrrell w as not like th ese. 
Sylvia’s m oral training h ad savored 
of P u ritanism , and sh e h ad been tau gh t 
th a t evil is attractive and good repel­ 
lent. 
H er own 
experience h ad not 
seemed to ju stify th is doctrine u ntil th e 
case of A rth u r Tyrrell offered proof 
conclu sive th a t th e gloomier view of th e 
world w as th e tru e one. Sh e confessed 
to h erself th at sh e wou ld never h ave 
know n th a t Mr. T yrrell was a w h ited 
sepu lch er or a red apple offered by th e 
old serpent th at tem pted Eve.

th e banker’s , >int of view. 
So h e 
stood u p boldly am ong h is fellow citi­ 
zens and said th at th e great enterprise 
was specu lative and th at h e cou ld not 
advise any ate to pu t a penny into it 
u nless h o v, is perfectly w illing to lose. 
Moreover, ;.o called attention to th e 
fact th at investors, in addition to th e 
u su al risk of loss, rau also th e ch ance 
of being assessed u pon th eir sh ares in 
ease of failu re. Th is u tterance ch ecked 
th e ru n on th e bank and was repeated 
by Barlock people, and especially by 
Sir Robert, afte r th e great ventu re be­ 
gan to sink tow ard ru in. 
Among th ose involved in th e disaster 
was Tyrrell, bu t h e h ad not invested 
very h eavily. 
H e wou ld Ijqive escaped 
u tter w reck except for th e'assessm ents 
wh ich . Sir R obert h ad m entioned, and 
h e was am ong th e first to cou nsel re­ 
sistance, of paym ent u pon th e grou nd 


th at th e wh ole transaction w as frau du ­ 
lent. 
A t th is poiu t » Sir R obert's rectitu de 
stood forth su blime. 
Th e enterprise 
cou ld not be frau du lent, becau se in* 
h im self h ad lent it a m eas

It w as specu lative, becau se h e 
h im self 
h ad 
said 
so. 
Th e victims 
sh ou ld pay th eir assessm ents, becau se* 
be bad w arned th em of th e possibility 
a ad becau se h e paid h is. 
“It is a m atter of h onorable bu siness 
obligation,” said h e. “ A m an m u st pay 
h is debts.” 
» Sir Robert paid th e trifling su m s de­ 
m anded of h im. and h e did so w ith a 
lou d noise. T yrrell protested and tried 
to draw th e oth ers afte r h im, bu t th ey 
feared Sir Robert. Tyrrell cou ld not 
ligh t alone nor join in tim e w ith th e 
dissatisfied in oth er cities. T h e u psh ot 
of it w as th at h e went bankru pt. Sir 
Robert lost £ 400. wh ich h e cou ld well 
afford. 
Tyrrell left Barlock in disgrace and 
w ent to London, wh ere, to h is own 
grea t su rprise., lu * th rov-u .—Am.nt ta-» 
years later h e retu rned to h is native 
tow n to pay th e last of bis debts th ere. 
H e cam e bearing h onors wh ich h e h ad 
won in th e larger world and with a 
h eart fu ll of th e h ope of h igh ach ieve­ 
m ent. B u t th e h ope died in an instant, 
and th e lau rels already won tu rned to 
dry leaves u pon h is brow, for th e first 
new s h e h eard in Barlock w as th at Syl­ 


via’s h and w as pledged to Sir Robert. 
Th e w edding occu rred w ith in a few 
days, and T yrrell carried a broken 
h eart in h is breast wh en h e went back 
to London. 
Five years later, as th e resu lt of 
steadily increasing and irreconcilable 
differences, Sylvia left h er h u sband’s 
h ome, never to retu rn. Sh e fled in se­ 
cret, for th u s only cou ld sh e take h er 
son w ith h er. 
Th e letter wh ich sh e 
w rote to Sir R obert h as com e into my 
h ands, and it is one of my m ost trea s­ 
u red possessions. 
Th erein sh e states 
w ith precision th e reasons for h er a c t 
reasons wh ich sh e h ad stated less calm 
ly perh aps to h is face long before. 
“You 
are

dish onest m an,” sh e 
w rote. 
"You do not pay you r debts. 
O u t of ten th ou sand kinds of obliga-
